But the collector of match boxes 
Rhows more discrimination than the 
man who has spent half a lifetime and 
goodness knows how much money In j 
traveling all over the world and col- ! 
lecting water from each river he comes j 
across.

Out of each stream he takes a .sam­ 
ple ftl a small bottle, which is then 
sealed and labeled. 
He bas already 
hundreds (if these bottles, and the 
number constantly grows. 
A hobby that is worse than useless 
is the collection of title pages. 
This 
is a form of curio hunting of consid­ 
erable antiquity, and is the reason why 
so many early-printed hooks lack their 
title pnges. 
Thousands cf the rarest 
books have been mutilated in this way, 
the classical authors suffering more 
than others for the reason that their* 
title pages were so often fine steel 
plates 
Eyeglass#*, unless they are suited tc 
your own sight, are singularly use­ 
less things (says a writer in John o’ 
London’s Weekly), yet these form the 
subject 
of several 
collections. 
The 
late queen of Denmark used to collect 
them. 
Many 
people specialize 
in 
black 
museums on a small scale; relics of 
famous crimes, pieces of rope with 
which famous criminals have been exe­ 
cuted and the like. 
To some minds 
these possess a certain morbid inter­ 
est. 
A well-known singer has a small col- j 
lection of pens with which reprieves 
bad been signed, and the king of Sp%in 
has a collection of relics of his own 
numerous escapes from death or in­ 
jury. 
These vary from the teat of a 
feeding bottle used in an attempt to 
poison him when a baby, to the skel­ 
eton of one of the horses killed by a 
bomb flung at him on his wedding day.

Commander Quinn spoke on the pol­ 
icies of the Led n, enunciating the 
accomplishments of the organization 
for the disabled, its plans for welfare 
of children orphaned by the World war 
and its fight against radicalism. Word 
was received by telegraph from 25 
states that the Legion message had 
been heard through the air. 
Tho program is to be continued on 
each Sunday afternoon and on Tues­ 
day nights. On these occasions, some 
one of the Legion’s orators will speak 
on certain phases of legion activity 
and musical programs furnished by Le­ 
gion 
vocalists, 
glee 
clubs, 
instru­ 
mentalists, orchestras, and hands will 
he heard. 
Mr. Erbsteln’s Interest In the treat­ 
ment and care of the disabled, and his 
feeling toward success of tile Legion’s 
alms are responsible for the prefer­ 
ring of his station. 
Use of this station, if successful, 
opens a way of communication for the 
Legion that will be unlimited, and It Is 
not impossible that the organization 
will soon own and operate its own 
station from national headquarters.

William G. Halber. superintendent 
of garbage disposal, lins reported that 
there was not a rat left in the dump 
or fills, where fo u r years ago the city 
expended at one time $300 on poison 
without effect. 
“We m u st still be on our guard 
here," says Mr. Speer, “because occa­ 
sionally a rat Jumps from a garbage 
truck. 
Householders must learn to 
keep covers on their garbage cans.

Attention Given Primarily 
to Poultry Assistance. 


(Prepaid by tho United S ta te s D e p a r t m e n t 
o f A g r i c u l t u r e . ) 
Home demonstration work in South 
Carolina during 1923 was marked by 
activity In many different fields. 
In 
almost every county attention was 
given 
primarily 
to 
assistance 
with 
poultry, as it was found that by urg­ 
ing the selling of high-grade chickens 
and fine quality eggs a more substan­ 
tial sum could be added to the family 
Income than in any other way. * This 
work led In turn to the encourage­ 
ment and support of the club markets 
In various countries, which have been 
a noteworthy feature in South Caro­ 
lina for several years past. 
With an 
increase in returns for their products, 
many of the women were able to put 
improvements Into their homes which 
they had previously lacked, and while 
no general or county contests In house­ 
hold Improvements were held, practi­ 
cally every one of the 35 home demon­ 
stration agents’ reports received by 
the United States Department of Agrl 
culture mentions a number of advan­ 
tageous changes or additions to equip­ 
ment. 
Among the girls’ clubs there were, 
however, a great many community 
and county contests, leading up to 
district contests. 
In line with the 
work with adults In poultry were the 
egg-judging 
contests. 
Sewing 
club 
work led to sewing contests' and ii 
great many girls learned In the course 
of competing for a prize how to make 
simple garments fur themselves ann 
keep their clothes in order. 
Hat mak­ 
ing instruction was especially popular. 
Other club contests held in many coun­ 
ties were biscuit making, yeast bread, 
and canning. 
Club contests were often held at the 
tw’o or three day summer camps for 
boys and girls. These camps were fea­ 
tured In almost every county. 
They 
Included some Instruction, as well ns 
club demonstrations and recreational 
activities, and were a source of great 
profit to the rural young people who 
were able to attend them.

Big Increase Shown in 
Use of Milk and Cream 
The American appetite for milk and 
cream goes on increasing. 
A survey 
recently completed by the bureau of 
agricultural economics, United States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
shows 
that the per capita consumption of 
fluid milk for 1923 was 53 gallons, 
which figures out to 1.10 pints daily 
for each person. In 1922 the per cap­ 
ita consumption was 50 gallons; and 
the year before, it was 49 gallons. 
The statement has often been made 
that formers who produce milk for 
the market sell practically all of it 
and do not use os much In their 
homes us do city people. The survey 
showed the contrary—that on farms 
with producing cows more milk and 
cream 
were consumed than by city 
families. 
The farm figures were ob­ 
tained from 30,000 Individual farms 
und represent the most comprehensive 
survey of the kind ever made. 
The 
city figures were obtained principally 
from boards of health and covered 
300 cities having a total population of 
about 23.<X>0,000 persons. 
The average dally consumption of 
milk and cream on farms where pro­ 
ducing cows were kept was found t«* 
he 1.78 pints per person in 1923. On 
farms having no cows or on which 
nonproducing cows 
were 
kept, 
the 
average daily consumption was 0.775 
pint. The city average wus 0.87 pint.
